mildneſſe cowards them producing no better effects in many of them, then increlle of 
and ſuch ane height of violent _ as taking Our Royall Forts and Caſtles, with 


thair inſolencies rowards Us , 


Our Crowne, and all Out ancient Regall Ornaments, munition for warre, and whatſoever belongs to Us, and forti- 


fying of Townes againſt Us : Yer We heanily declair and fairhfully promictis, char though We be now in airmes, they 
fall be no waycs uled, cicher to force upon this Our nagive Kingdome any innovation in Religion,or to infringe any the 
civill liberties or lavves thairof : for ſuch is Our tender affe&tion both ro it , and to ſuch of Our ſubjects there as han 
{chavvn cthemlelffes loyall and fairhfull ro Us at this time (who both may expect and fall receive ſuch teſtimonies of 
Our favour as thair adelitie juſtly merites) as we fall ever have a great and {peciall caire both of it and them; accomp- 
ting it Our glorieto preſerve liberty and freedome amongſt them, according to thair lawes. 

Thairfore We doe once: againe by this,renew Our former promiſes for the maintenance of Religion and Lavves, 
and We aſſureall Our people that We will make guid whatſoever We have declaired or publilched in any of Our Pro- 
clamations or Declarations , or which Our Commilsioner declaired in Our name at the Jalt pretended generall Aflem- 
bly ; And this We doe in all finceritie of heart ; and wirhall ro make ir appear, both at home and abroad, tharche wic- 
ked and deteſtable malice of thele ſeditious men (which firſt raiſed theſe ſtormes) had no true ground to worke upon, 
whill they ſought ro poylon the hearts of Qur guid people , and to make them beleive We did not only intend to bring 
in Poperie,but that We were that way inclined Our Selffe. Now though it be nor neceſlaric for Us ro make often De- 
clarations of Our integritie to the true reformed proteſtant Region , which We from Our heart profeſle, yet We hold 
it fit thus farreto manifeſt to all Our people and to the world;thar this thair allegation is notorioully fals, and that they

of this fulneſſe and clearneſſe of Our expreſsion)to poyſon Our loyall ſubjeRs , and makes them believerhatit is mani- 


feſt We haveno intention to-performe what We have promiſed ; Theſe thairfore are further ( if further We can goe) 


to allure all Our guid people,chat Our intentions all of them are Regall,juſt and full of integritie. And fo farre are We 
from intending to breake any the leaſt pecce of a promiſe which We have made unto them , as that We fall moſt pun- 
ctually and ſtrictly obſerye all We have promiſed, and that as firmly as We fall adhere to the Religion it ſelfe. And heir- 
. upon We hope and are perſ{waded thar all Our guid and loving ſubjeRts , notwithſtanding the whiſpers of ſeditious 
; men, will both believe and reſt ſatisfied with the integritie of Our.intentions in this behalte , and be no more abuſed 
_- andledoutofthe way of their alledgeance by the treacherous praftices of theſe men, who being exceeding foule them- 
ſelffes,labouris to get as many followers as they can,and theirby hopes to eſcape the juſt puniſchement which their trai-

And We 
doc alſo command all and every one of Our ſubjects to lay downe airmes,and all their forces and airmies to be diffolved 
and dilsipate, and ilk man to repaire in peaceable manner to the place of his ordinary dwelling , And all conventions, 
conventicles, and convocations of Our {ubjects, of what —_ or degree ſoever they be , to Ss in time commin 
within the ſaid ſpace and dayes after the publication heirof,as they tender thair alledgeance ; All which being done , and 
Our ſaids ſubje&s 077 > Us their civill and dewrifull obedience in all things, conforme to the laws of this Our 
native Kingdom, 'We give tull and free pardon to all Our faids ſubjects and every one of them, of all fats and deeds done 
by the:n or any of them preceding the day and daite of the publication heirof , And further fall cauſe ane AR of oblivion 
to be maide heirupon in Our next enſuing Parliament. And ſince We have been pleaſed our of Our innate, Royall 
and tender affection We beare to this Our native _—_ cure the wounds of the diſtracted eſtaire thairof with ſo 
entle a balme, and to paſſe by the errours and diſorders thairof with ſo faire a hand , and to embrace (even the moſt 
xbellious) in the airmes of Our mercie , Wee are confident that this Our gracious and free offer fall be heartily and 
. with all ſubmiſcive dewrtie received by Our ſubjects : Bur if the perverſe diſpcſition of ſome be ſuch as they will not be 
cured,but ſtill goe forward in thair crooked and rebellious waies, and(without due reſpect to the alledgeance they owe 
unto Us their native and lawfull King) ſall not accept of this Our free grace and pardon , before the expiring of the ſaid 
cight dayes, which We hope none will doe, then and in that caſe (the time being expired , and Our grace and pardon

Andto this purpoſe We dilchairge 
all vaſſals and tenants to any Rebels, from making paiment to them of any thair rents, dewries , or caſualities, and re- 
uirethem to keepethe ſame in thair hands, the one halfe whaireof (all be kept for Our uſe , the other halte for them- 
iis : promiſing alſo to the tenants of the ſaids Rebels , who fall leave their Maiſters and aſiſt Us to the mainte- 
nance of Our > xy guid termes of yeares in the eltaits they poſleſle , with the diminution of the thrid ar leaft, 
if noe more, of the devvries they pay , as We (all findethem to deſerve by thair guid ſervice and readie obedience unto 
Us, And to the vaſlalls of ſuch ſuperiours as arc Rebels, that they ſall become Our immediate tenants and vaſlals, and 
| hold thairlands and poſſeſsions of Us, and that for the paiment of thethrid part lefſe dewvrie then is conteinit in thair 
preſent charters and they preſently pay to their ſuperiour; providing they adhexe to Us , and aſsiſt not their diſloyall ſu- 
periours, but leave them and concurre with Us for maintenance of Our authoritice. And if the ſuperiour be __—_ 
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the vaſſals and tenants refuis this Our grace , and to adhere to Us, orto concurre with the ſaid ſuperiour in Our ler- 
vice, Wedeclaire it fall be leſum to the ſaid ſuperiour.to expell the vaſlalls and tenants thus rebellious , fuirth of thair 


| lands and poſſeſsions, and what fall accres to Us by the forfalcure of thair lands and poſſeſions, We freely diſponeand 


totally reſigne it tothe loyall ſuperiour, promiſing to concurre and aſsiſt him for effeftuating heirof. And further We 


diſchairge all debtours who are addebted in ſummes of money to any the ſaids Rebels,to make paiment to them of the - 


ſummes of money addebted to them, or any part thairof, Aſſuring Our guid ſubjects that they (all have retribution out 
of the ſame monics as We fall finde them to deſerve. And further we declaire, whatſoever Burrough or Citie ſall em- 


. bracethis Our free pardon and grace, and adhere to Us , and aſsiſt Us in the maintenance of Our authoritie , We doe 


heirbytake them, thair liberties and priviledges , into Our prote&ion and favour , and fall defend the ſaids Cities and 
Burrowes in thair rights and priviledges , as becommeth ane juſt King, Secluding them alwayes from all hope of ſuch 
favour at any time thairafter, in caſe they doe not embrace this Our free grace and pardon before the ſaids __ dayes ex- 
pired. And laſt, it is Our pleaſure, and We heirby do declaire,that the forfalture or eſcheite of any of the Rebells fall not
